There are some things which careful observers can tell, .or, 


believe they can, from the shape and size of the head. But they 
lire verv broad and general observations. Thus a wide fore- 
head bulging at the temples, may indicate imaginative power. 
A high forehead is often associated with a good mind moving 
slowlv while a low forehead is associated with a more quick 
and nimble mind. A head well filled at the back is regarded as 
evidence of strong animal powers. 
Combativeness and self- 


assertiveness are often connected with breadth between. the 
ears, and a spiritual nature with a head high in the middle, 
and a well-balanced mind and character with a well modeled 
head lacking conspicuous "bumps" or hollows. 


But on the whole, the ambitious efforts of the phrenojogists 


of tHe last generation to build up an accurate science of mind- 
analysis from the shape of the skull have failed. There is 
v-brriething in phrenology, no doubt, but not what its professors { 
thought. Some day 'there will be a hew phrenology, based on.i 
a sounder psychology. People cannot read heads till they know 
minds.
